''Fine feathers do not make fine birds, 
and all that glitters is not gold. " 

Have you ever gotten the feeling that a 
moustache-twirling villain was secretly plotting against 
you and your family? Here's your chance to boo and hiss 
at that dastardly villain. The Marion Art Center will be 
producing Gold in the Hills: or, The Dead Sister's Secret, an 
early 20*^ century melodrama written by J. Frank Davis, 
on August 6, 7, 9, 13, 14, and 15 at 8:00 pm. 

Gold in the Hills is directed by Rex McGraw and 
features music by Nancy Sparklin. It takes place in the 
1890's, and tells the story of heroine Nell Stanley (played 
by Kimberly Teves), who is torn between loving the hero, 
a "flannel-shirted farmer" named John Dalton (played 
by Kevin Halligan) and loving the villain, Richard 
Murgatroyd (played by Paul Kandarian). Nell is blinded 
by the villain's wealth and silky promises, and agrees to 
elope with him if he can prove that her salt-of-the-earth 
suitor, John, is not the honorable man she thinks he is. 

What drama! Soon our hero is arrested when his 
mother's locket is found under a murdered body, and 
Nell has to make good on her promise. The diabolical 
Richard stops at nothing to pilfer lovely young Nell from 
her humble. Christian home, and even convinces her to 
smoke a cigarette. Will Nell return home? Will our hero John 
be vindicated? Will the villain receive his comeuppance? What 
is the "dead sister's secret"? You'll have to check out the 
play and find out. 

Since the play is in the style of the old-fashioned 
melodramas that were popular at the turn of the 20*^ 
century, it is a timepiece that will sweep viewers away 
to a time of Victorian trials and tribulations. This 
community theater troupe has worked hard to create the 
Victorian ambiance, with needlepoint side chairs, lace- 
covered tables, and a fireplace mantle covered in assorted 
knickknacks. The costumes have all been purchased and 
fitted in area consignment shops. 

Melodramas like Gold in the Hills became popular 
during the Depression when audiences were especially 
in need of distraction and cathartic release. Audiences 
would cheer the hero, and boo at the villain, making the 
production an interactive experience. In keeping with this 
tradition, Mr. McGraw and Art Director Wendy Bidstrup 
encourage the audience to be a part of the production 
with lots of cheering, clapping, and villain hissing. 

With exaggerated movements and overwrought 
statements, expect laugh-out-loud entertainment. This 
melodrama comes in three acts, with Vaudeville singing 
numbers to entertain the audience during set changes. 
Nell's "long-suffering" father, Hiram Stanley, states: "Fine 
feathers do not make fine birds, and all that glitters is 
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not gold." This reflects the theme of Gold in the Hills: that 
being honorable but poor is better than being wealthy and 
morally bankrupt. This is a play that prides itself on being 
wholesome and upstanding, with nary a mention of that 
unspeakable "sex appeal." Audiences of all ages will be 
delighted by this production. 

Don't tie your corsets too tight for this event - 
you are likely to be shocked by the heinous acts of the 
evil Richard Murgatroyd. Tickets are $12.50 for members, 
$15.00 for genereal admission. Light refreshments, like 
wine and soda, will be offered. Since there are only 65 
seats available, reservations are encouraged.

Pan Mass Challenge 
Biking for a Cure

Bicycle riders journeyed all throughout the state 
in the battle against cancer as the 30th Annual Pan-Mas- 
sachusetts Challenge (PMC) took place on August 1 and 
2 all across Massachusetts. Over 5,000 cyclists chose from 
seven routes of varying mileage. The longest route is the 
original two-day 190-mile Sturbridge to Provincetown 
route, traveling through 46 towns. 

The other six routes were the two-day 180- 
mile Sturbridge-Bourne-Wellesley route, the 163-mile 
Wellesley-Bourne-Provincetown route and the 153-mile 
Wellesley-Bourne-Wellesley route. One-day rides were the 
110-mile Sturbridge-Bourne route, the 84-mile Wellesley- 
Bourne route and the 47-mile Wellesley-Wellesley Sunday 
loop. Cyclists were required to raise between $1,000 and 
$4,200 to ride in the PMC, depending on the chosen route. 

In 2008, over $35 million was raised, one hun- 
dred percent of which goes to cancer research. Due to the 
present economy, a more realistic goal of $30 million was 
attempted this year. Donations can be made until October. 
The PMC raises more money for charity than any other 
single event in the country.

"The most amazing thing about the PMC is that 
with over 5,000 riders, everyone has a story,'' said PMC 
rider and current cancer-patient Lisa Windsor, of Matta- 
poisett. "Every rider has an experience with cancer. They 
are either riding because they have or have had it or know 
someone who has or had it. Everyone rides for someone 
different, but everyone rides for the same thing." 

Ms. Windsor took her only window of opportu- 
nity away from treatment to train for the ride, all of June 
and July. "The riders didn't want for anything. We had 
over 3,000 volunteers and everywhere we went, people 
were cheering us on, holding up signs, passing out water, 
just everything. Everywhere we went, we had an army 
of volunteers helping us along the way. They deserve as 
much of the credit as the riders do." 

During the overnight portion of the two-day 
event, riders spent the night at Massachusetts Maritime 
Academy in Buzzard's Bay. Some tents were provided by 
the PMC, some brought their own, and some of the 5,000 
riders stayed in the dormitories of the school. Cyclists' 
ages range from 13 to 83 and the average age of a rider is 
43. The average rider also raises over $6,000 and solicits 
about 40 sponsors while training for three months. 

The PMC was founded in 1980 by Billy Starr, who 
is the event's executive director and an active rider in the 
PMC each year. The first year had 36 riders and raised 
$10,200. By 1990, that number had jumped to 980 people 
generating $1.3 million. In 2005, the number almost qua- 
drupled from 1990's amount to 3,883 riders that generated 
$23 million. The PMC has become so renowned that riders 
have come from 36 states and eight countries to partici- 
pate.

appointment of Justin Shay to the Registrar of Voters. 
Mr. Shay was not present to accept the nomination, but 
the Board hoped that his appointment would lead to 
him becoming the Registrar, or encourage him to find a 
replacement. Selectman Parker said that they would be 
in violation of the law by leaving the position open any 
longer. A motion was made to accept the appointment, 
and the motion passed. 

Daniel Gaffey a member of the Rochester 
Memorial School planning board, presented an update 
to the board on the progress of the Rochester Memorial 
School project. Mr. Gaffey said that the renovation 
project planned for the school will add enough space for 
630 more students, and makes a distinct separation of 
space for school use and space for community use. He 
presented a detailed and well-organized summary of 
progress that the Rochester Memorial School planning 
board has made, and the obstacles that they still face. 
Some of the obstacles that the planning board face were 
meeting federal handicapped accessibility requirements, 
meeting environmental requirements, and meeting the 
cost requirements. The planning board has tried to stay 
close to the budget by analyzing and justifying each cost. 
One way of saving money and time is through using "pre- 
cast" concrete, which can save two to three months in 
construction time.

approval, will do final cost estimates to present at the 
town meeting. 

Mr. Gaffey said that it was important to consider 
the construction of the school now, despite the bad 
economy. The state has school building money now, 
whereas the future is uncertain, and cost of borrowing 
is at an historic low. However, accurate costs will not be 
known until the construction bids come in. ''Some costs 
will be known, but not all of them until they come in 
[from bidders],'' Mr. Gaffey said. 

Mr. Gaffey went on to discuss the future of 
Rochester water infrastructure, expressing the belief that 
the town should seek more sources of water by 2010. 

The Board of Selectmen thanked Mr. Gaffey for 
his thorough presentation. 

Rochester Fire Chief Scott Weigel presented two 
new additions to the fire department. Selectman Parker 
swore in Andrew Weigel as an on-call firefighter, and 
Ashley Agri as an on-call firefighter and EMT. 

Chairman Nunes said that they had received a 
letter from the 2010 Commonwealth Capital Policy with 
information about a grant money online application 
system. This would be a very complicated process, and 
there are many grants that are unavailable to Rochester, 
but it is something that the board will consider. 

The Board then addressed the request of Edward

p. Mello, Chairman of the Board of Assessors. Mr. Mello 
reported that an employee who responds to the Board 
of Assessors is reporting a grievance. He requested 
an executive session from the Board of Selectmen on 
the grounds that he "hoped to arrive at a resolution 
mediation of a dispute. There may be discussion of 
reputation and character of a town employee.'' 

Selectman Parker said that, in order to enter into 
executive session, there would have to be a mediator, 
a certified letter sent to the person in question, and 
a full 48 hours for that person to respond. Mr. Mello 
expressed frustration that ''one elected board can't talk 
to another elected board" without a lengthy procedure. 
He feared that the process of a certified letter and the 48 
hours would aggravate the situation, and hoped going 
into executive session might prevent the situation from 
escalating. Chairman Nunes and Selectman Parker said 
that they understood his frustration, but reiterated the 
rules and said that they didn't want to be in violation of 
open meeting laws. Mr. Mello said that they would have 
to discuss this issue at the August 10 BOA meeting, with a 
possible follow-up occurring at the August 17 Selectmen's 
meeting. Selectman Parker encouraged a discussion at a 
later date, once all protocols had been followed.

were "terrific and wonderful", and all members of the 
Board were pleased by the new firefighters. Chief Joyce 
said that the department was still reviewing applications 
for new on-call firefighters, and that the department was 
looking forward to having "young blood augmenting" the 
already seasoned firefighters. Selectmen Blanchette noted 
that large on-call pools for firefighters were beneficial to 
the town since the firefighters are only paid per call, and a 
larger pool means more people to pick from. 

The Board thanked Chief Joyce for his work, and 
for considering the Board's opinion in his decision. 

The next appointment was with Ray E. Pickles, 
who presented a concern regarding the Marion town 
stickers that town residents place on their car bumpers. 
Mr. Pickle suggested changing the size and location of the 
stickers, to be smaller and be located on the lower left- 
hand side of the windshield. This makes recognizing the 
sticker easier for beach and transfer station attendants. 

Selectman Blanchett's main concern with 
changing the Marion stickers would be accountability 
for vehicle owners. He cited Rochester as an example 
of a town that didn't sufficiently reinforce registration 
numbers clearly written on town stickers. Selectman 
Blanchett said that a windshield sticker would have 
adhesive on the text side, making it difficult to write 
registration numbers on the sticker. He noted that in the 
past, the police preferred the town sticker on the back 
bumper. Mr. Pickles said that Police Chief Miller doesn't 
have a problem with a sticker change. Mr. Dawson said 
that some towns have starting using pre-numbered 
stickers that can be recorded along with a registration 
number for accountability.

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would have to be explored further, and that the registry 
would need to be consulted, since a windshield sticker 
could affect visibility. 

Mr. Pickles was then joined by Hamish Gravem 
on the topic of a Marion Senior Center. Mr. Pickles said 
that there were 5,302 Marion residents, and 28% of those 
citizens are 60 and over, with that number being closer 
to one third of the town when considering seasonal 
residents. Mr. Gravem hoped that the BOS would assist 
in sending out communication to ascertain an interest in a 
Marion Senior Center from the citizens in town that were 
60 and older. Mr. Pickles and Mr. Gravem were especially 
interested in having a questionnaire prepared for the 
town. Since items like the bike path were tied up do to 
land issues and funding, there are more Selectmen hours 
available for the Senior Center project. Selectman Henry 
moved to give all 20 hours to the progress of Marion 
Senior Center literature and research, and the motion was 
unanimously passed. 

Next on the agenda was the approval of 
temporary alcohol licenses. The Marion Art Center sought 
approval to serve wine at their upcoming play, the VFW 
post sought approval to have a town block party and 
clam bake, and the Marion Social Club needed a license 
for a wedding reception. All licenses were passed without 
issue. 

Mr. Gary Buckminster Jr. was appointed as 
Assistant to the Harbormaster /Shellfish officer to fill 
an opening. Mr. Buckminster is the current Assistant 
Harbormaster in Wareham, and was recently in the news 
for his attempted rescue of Edward Baker, who was 
fatally wounded in a jet-ski accident on July 13 near the 
mouth of the Wareham River. The Board unanimously 
accepted his appointment. 

In accordance with 30B, a declaration of surplus 
material at the Sippican School was presented, but Mr. 
Dawson noted that most of these items were outdated 
VHS tapes or water-damaged books, and were most likely 
not useful to anyone. 

An annual request to use the Silvershell Beach 
parking lot for a reception for Congresswoman Niki 
Tsongas at the home of John and Shelley Keith was 
unanimously accepted by the Board. 

After hearing all testimony, the Board decided

The Caz, a nightclub located off Point Road, was 
found in violation of liquor laws by serving after hours 
on two separate occasions: April 26 and May 17. Mr. 
Witten suggested two separate liquor suspensions, to last 
three days each and to run concurrently.

loopholes are covered in the event of a change order, Mr. 
Dawson said the BOS should be directly in charge of any 
changes larger than $25,000. Selectman Henry said that it 
was important for the BOS to stay closely involved, and to 
make sure that the work comes in below the appropriated 
amount so taxpayers can save money A motion was 
accepted to adopt Mr. Dawson's terms. 

The Board discussed the agenda and possible 
dates for a Tri-Town selectmen meeting in the span of 
August 10-17. The Board agreed on an ideal date of 
August 11, and during that meeting, will be discussing the 
topic of a search committee to find a candidate to replace 
Old Rochester Regional School Superintendent Cooper. 
Mr. Cooper will not be returning to his post. 

The Board also received an update on the A2 
ambulance that was involved in an accident on July 
22. Mr. Dawson said that an insurance appraisal has 
indicated that the ambulance can be fixed, and although 
it received considerable front-end damage, the frame was 
not affected by the crash. Chairman Cushing said that he 
wanted confirmation from a frame machine appraisal to 
confirm that the ambulance frame was undamaged before 
accepting a visual appraisal.

Make Me Laugh

Funny People. Starring Adam Sandler and Seth Rogen. Directed by 
Judd Apatow. Running time: 140 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The part of Funny People that a lot of people have problems 
with is the part I liked the most — the final third (or, really, the final 
quarter). George Simmons (Adam Sandler), a world-famous comedian 
who's been having serious health issues, goes to Marin County to visit 
his one-time girlfriend Laura (Leslie Mann), now married with kids. 
For George, she's the one who got away; he beats himself up endlessly 
for not having been worthy of her (he cheated on her). Writer-director 
Judd Apatow {Knocked Up) settles in: the Marin County section takes 
far longer than we expect it to, and the longer it goes on, the more we 
suspect that George still isn't worthy of her. He may have aged, he 
may have battled disease, but he hasn't actually changed much. 

In most movies about illness, the lead character matures 
and learns something about himself amid a drizzle of inspirational 
schmaltz. Apatow doesn't play that game. George isn't a bastard 
on the outside and a teddy bear on the inside — he's pretty much a 
bastard through and through. He takes a wannabe stand-up comic, 
Ira Wright (Seth Rogen), under his wing, first as a joke writer and 
then as an all-purpose caretaker (he makes Ira sit at his bedside until 
he falls asleep). Yet George treats Ira cavalierly, inconsistently. One 
minute Ira is a buddy; the next he's just an employee. Ira, who gets on 
stage and dies until he falls back on penis jokes, is just one of many 
hopefuls yearning to make it in L.A. He's basically in the same boat as 
his roomies, fellow (and funnier) aspiring stand-up Leo (Jonah Hill) 
and actor Mark (Jason Schwartzman), who actually has made it — he's 
starring in a lame sitcom called Yo, Teach! Yet even Mark's fame may 
be fleeting — when was the last time you saw Mark Curry, star of the 
similar Hangin with Mr. Cooper? 

I've run hot and cold on Apatow: I enjoyed his directorial 
debut The 40-Year-Old Virgin and had problems with Knocked Up. But 
Funny People is easily his most ambitious and fully felt effort. Apatow 
not only worships comedians but knows them inside out, yet the film 
isn't a make-'em-laugh-while-you' re-crying-inside melodrama like 




Punchline; it's closer to The King of Comedy or the 1949 Milton Berle 
vehicle Always Leave Them Laughing. In those films, the comedians 
were hard and cold, which a comedian has to be on some level if he or 
she is to succeed. (We suspect that cuddly, sensitive Ira is doomed to 
work at Otto's Deli.) The conversations have the easy flow of improv 
yet usually lead in angry directions. Funny People could have used the 
tagline for Clerks with a modification: "Just because they make you 
laugh doesn't mean they like you." 

The movie made me laugh a few times — the scene between 
a certain rapper and a certain sitcom star will become legendary — 
but Funny People is generally more of a drama with comedic elements. 
At times it mines the ironic comedy of a bunch of wannabes who 
want what a big star has, while the star himself would trade it all 
for the vulgar camaraderie they have (to Apatow' s credit, he never 
has George come out and say this). Towards the end, though, the 
film gets messier and deeper. George reconnects with Laura, whose 
amiable husband (Eric Bana) is never around. The two former lovers 
re-establish their old rhythms and attraction. A reunion is what they 
think they want. But George hasn't changed; Laura has. What the 
movie ends up saying is that some funny people will always be alone; 
their artistic strengths and their personal flaws are two sides of the 
same coin. It's about as complex as an American mainstream movie 
is likely to get these days, and the fact that Judd Apatow delivered 
it, with a bitter and revealing performance by Adam Sandler that far 
outpaces everything else he's done, is certainly a surprise.

Mattapoisett residents Mitchell Midwood and Cameron Coelho were members of the 
11-and-Under travel team of the Swansea Independent Baseball League which won 
one of three games last week to finish in a tie for fifth place in the first-ever Bronco 
League-11 World Series of PONY Baseball held at Harry G. Daniel Park in Chester- 
field, Virg. 

After bowing to Western Branch, Virg., (12-2), and Channahon, III. (15-1), in 
their first two outings, the SIBL stars rebounded to best Lafayette, La., (7-2), in their 
finale of pool play in the Green Division of the World Series. Swansea's 1-2 record 
earned it a fifth-place tie with host Chesterfield in the final Bronco League-11 stand- 
ings this year. 

Walnut, Calif., defeated previously undefeated Tijuana, Baja, Mexico, (6-3), to 
capture the inaugural Bronco League-11 World Series title. Also competing in the 
eight-team event was Roosevelt of San Juan, Puerto Rico. 

Midwood and Coelho both started and played extensively in Swansea's three 
World Series contests. Midwood finished with a .500 batting average (3-for-6) and a 
.600 on-base percentage (6-forlO), while scoring two runs. Coelho collected one hit 
and eight official plate appearances and shone defensively as a first baseman, catcher 
and pitcher. 

Swansea earned its berth in the World Series by earlier capturing the North 
Region Tournament championship in Bergen Beach, N.Y., and the East Zone Tour- 
nament crown in Davidson, N.C. The SIBL stars also placed first last month in an 
unaffiliated tournament in Freetown. 

According to President David Hadad, this year marked the eighth time in league 
annals that a SIBL all-star team has qualified to compete in a World Series. All eight 
squads won at least one World Series game.

Free Music

online music stores like iTunes,

Pandora (www.pandora.com) 

If you are looking to play great music on your 
computer at random, there is Pandora.com. Pandora is 
the result of the "musical genome project'', which was 
an effort of Will Glaser, Jon Kraft, and Tim Westergren 
in 2000 to analyze and organize music styles based on 
400 musical attributes and a mathematical algorithm. 
This project recognizes that there are hundreds of 
subdivisions in music, and that every person is going to 
have slightly different taste. 

Pandora starts with one simple question: what 
band or songs do you really like? Enter any band, any 
song, from any era - and you're on your way to finding 
hundreds of new songs that will become new favorites. 
The first song / musical artist you provide will give the 
database a starting point, and from there, you can fine- 
tune the musical results by clicking on "thumbs up" 
and "thumbs down" on subsequent songs. The database 
learns to adapt to your particular taste as you go. Soon, 
you will love almost every randomly selected song. 

Pandora is completely free to use. The only 
catches are: you must register if you want to hear more 
than two songs, you have to deal with a couple of ads 
here and there, and you cannot save any of the songs 
to a disk. But if you are looking to be introduced to 
new music that you will definitely love, and if you are 
looking to just play a steady stream of music from your 
computer while you work. Pandora is a great resource. 

Grooveshark (www.grooveshark.com) 

Any song in the world, even the out-of-print 



songs that you can't find on iTunes, 
you'll be able to find on Grooveshark. 
Grooveshark streams 50 to 60 million 
songs a month to a growing audience of 
music lovers. 

While Pandora is a good for 
people who are bored with their current musical lineup 
and need inspiration, Grooveshark is perfect for the 
person who knows exactly what they are looking for. 
Since Grooveshark has a "follow" feature that is similar 
to Twitter, is also great for networking with friends and 
other people who share your musical taste. You can 
"share" songs with a click of a button, or you can copy 
and paste the URL of the song you like and send it to 
anyone. Add songs to a queue, and you can listen to a 
highly personalized play list for hours. You can "heart" 
a song to let the website know what kind of music 
you like, and, much like Pandora, it will start to make 
suggestions based on the music you enjoy. Although 
this is a nifty little feature, it is not nearly as precise as 
the song suggestion feature on Pandora. 

Grooveshark has a really user-friendly interface 
and no invasive ads. Again, you can't save the songs to 
your laptop or iPod, but you can listen to them any time 
you are at a computer. If you are on MySpace, or if you 
have a blog, you can install "widgets" of your favorite 
music by using the "embed" feature on Grooveshark. 
Let everyone know how cool your musical taste is, or 
just annoy your blog readers with some crazy Frank 
Zappa music. 

The Sails Network (www.sailsinc.org) 

Now here's the smart way to get all of your 
music onto your iPod for free. Find the tunes you like 
on places like Grooveshark and Pandora, and then find 
the albums on the Sails Library Network. It takes a 
couple of minutes to sign up for an online Sails account 
- visit your local library or visit www.sailsinc.org for 
details. 

Once you are set up, you can look through the 
entire southeastern Massachusetts library network for 
the albums you want. Even if the album isn't in your 
local library, if it's in the Sails network, it can be sent to 
the library that you choose, where you can pick it up. 
From there, copy the song or the album that you want 
onto your iPod, and you can listen to your free music 
anywhere.
